PACKET WHITE PAGES UPDATE

Since our article in the June, 
1990 Carrier (pg.8), a change has 
been made to the way you get infor- 
mation from the local Packet White 
Pages. As you know, in order for a 
packet message to reach its desti- 
nation, it has to be properly addr- 
essed. And part of the address needs 
to include the home BBS of the 
message's intended recipient. 

But what if you don't know what 


BBS that Ham uses. Of course, ou 
Should ask him whenever that is 
possible. But if is not, you can 
send a query to the White Pages 
servers to obtain the information. 
If the Ham lives in Northern Calif- 
ornia, send your inguiry as follows: 

TO: SP WP @ WDECMU 

SUBJECT.:. QUERY? 

MESSAGE: [the hamcall of 
Ham whose BBS you want to learn}. 
If the Ham lives elsewhere, send 
your request as follows: 

TO: SP WP @ ADSI.OH.USA.NA

MESSAGE: [hamcall] 

Be sure to end either message with 
a control Z.or a:/EX on a separate 
1323 Ms, 

The change is in bold. 
Responses are usually received the 
came day locally and within a day or 
two from the national server. 

Remember that the header of a 
message to you contains the BBS of 


its sender. And you can always send 


a reply to a packet message just by 
sending: SR fmessage number of 
message you are replying to]. That 
way your BBS takes care of address- 
ing your message.

ST ZIPCODE @ NTSxx to send NTS traffic. xx is the two- 
letter State-code. 
SR # sends a reply to message #. You will only need to 
enter text for your message.

There are additional bulletin designators in use, but these 


are the important ones. Always REGISTER with every BBS you use, but 
you only need one BBS to receive messages and bulletins. Ive 
recommended that you download to file or print the entire BBS help 
system.
